The Saint Mary's river 
connects 
Lake 
Superior 
with 
Lake 
Huron. 
Nature studded this river with rock 
nnd possessed it with a rapids which 
falls twenty feet in three-quarters of 
a mile. This made the movement of 
the cargoes of furs and merchandise, 
which came down through the lakes 
In the early days, well nigh impos­ 
sible. 
Accordingly, in 1853, the work of 
building thnt which is said to have 
been the first ship canal within the 
borders of these United .States was be­ 
gun. This canal was 5,674 feet long 
and Its locks permitted the passage of 
vessels drawing twelve feet of- water.
